WASHINGTON, April 18.—(@)— 
Riled by the League of Nations’ de- 
mand that Germany comply with the 
Versailles treaty, Senator William E. 
Borah today denounced the council as 
the “spineless tool” of a few European 
nations and then introduced a bill to 
prevent American money from going 
nto foreign war coffers, 

Taking the senate floor during the 
afternoon, Borah thundered of ‘the 
League : 

“Nothing in the history of this in- 
titution better illustrates that it is 
mot an independent body for peace, 
but a spineless tool in the hands of 

few nations to do what those na- 


ons elect.” 

A stern foe of the League from ‘its 
nception, the senior republican on the 
oreign affairs committee declared: 

“This institution’ should no longer 

tend to be an independent body 
eking by independent methods to ad- 
ance the causg of peace. 

Borah’s attack echoed through the 
hamber at the conclusion of a speech 
by Senator Lewis, of Illinois, demo- 
ratic whip, criticising members of the 
League for demanding that Germany 
ive up to her treaty obligations while 
hey continue to disregard “obligations 
hey have contracted with the United 
: ” 


Bitter Criticism. 

The bitterness of Borah’s criticism 
of the League was paralleled by the 
nguage he employed in a statement 
ecompanying a bill proposing to shut 
off private loans to foreign nations. 

His proposal would supplement the 
Johnson act which already bars loans 
rom this government to other na- 
ions delinquent in their obligations tv 
the United States. 

It would supplement also two other 
measures now before the foreign af- 
airs committee, both aimed at. pre- 

erving American neutrality, one by 
eeping Americans out of trouble zones 
by denying them passports, and the 
other giving the president authority 
o block loans to belligerent nations. 

The Idaho republican saw in foreign 
loans even in peace times, only a 
neans of financing for war and of 
nereasing the danger that this nation 
Iso would be drawn in. 

“The Kuropean governments are 
mow preparing for war.” Borah said. 
“It may not come within the next 
wo or three or five years, but the: 
vreparation is going on. Any money 
oaned to them is in aid of war.

JOHNSON DEFENDS 
NRA AS BULWARK) 
OF PRESENT ORDER 


Confesses Errors in Re- 
covery Act Administra- 
tion; Warns “Clean Up, 
Don’t Destroy.” 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(>)— 
Terming NRA a ‘““middle-of-the-road 
course” between economic failure and 
communism or fascism, a. ‘solemnly 
determined Hugh S. Johnson appealed 
to congress today to renew the re- 
covery law’s life. 

“Serub, gur -infant offspring vigor- 
ously, but let us not throw the baby 
down the-drain pipe with the dirty 
water,” was the burden of the dynam- 
ie general’s argument in behalf of 
the Recovery Act he helped write 
and the code rule he built for indus- 


try. 

The first boss of the Blue Eagle, 
appearing as the final witness of the 
senate finance committee’s NRA inves- 
tigation, threw a powerful shoulder be- 
hind the administration’s wheel that 
is seeking to override congressional 


efforts for curtailment or abandon-| 


ment of the law. 

No-sooner had he left the stand late 
in the day after reading an 
page statement and submitting to 
cross-examination than Chairman Har- 
rison closed the six-week inquiry and 
snmmoned.his committee to meetin 
closed session tomorrow to start fram- 
ing a new law. 

A huge throng filled the biggest 
hearing room in the senate office 
building to hear Johnson’s account of 
his 15-month stewardship of the re 
covery machine. Frankly, he con- 
eeded many errors of administration, 
assuming the faults himself, but he 
contended vigorously that NRA was 
‘“the first intelligent attempt ever 
made by this government” to check 
a tendency. which rapidly was ta ing

We must not gO forward to commu- 
nism or facism.” 

In his pregared statement Johnson 
had expressed the same idea.in the 
strong. picturesque language for which 
he is famous. 

Clean-up, Don’t Destroy. 

“On the whole question.” he said,

ciliatory attitude in his relations with 
federal authorities charged with ad- 


ever, he did say that. he: would con- 
tinue to go along with the cities, towns 
and municipalities. 

“But,” he added, “we don’t pro- 
pose to go along with any more gov- 
ernors who, like Governor Talmadge, 


has shown no disposition to co-oper- 
ate with federal authorities.” 

Following the Ickes conference Re- 
lief Administrator Harry L. Hopkins, 
who has also had this troubles with 
the Georgia governor, remarked that 
in so far as federal school money 
for the state was concerned,’ he thought 
Georgia should make a real effort to 
keep her own schools open.

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CAUTION IN ARMS

WASHINGTON, April 18.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt cautioned. senate 
munitions investigators today of the 
danger of stepping on the toes of for- 
eign nations. 

He did not ask that the contemplat- 
ed inquiry into the war-time finances 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. be curtailed. 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull told 
the White House conferees that Sir 
Ronald Lindsey, British ambassador, 
had “suggested” that revelation of 
war-time financial negotiations might 


stir up old hatreds and embarrass the 
present European political situation. 

- Chairman Gerald P. Nye said that 
the investigators would “follow our 
customary procedure” after leaving 
the conference with the president. 
“We will. examine all documents 
carefully before submitting them to 
public inspection,” he explained. “We 
want to do everything to avoid com- 
plicating the international situation. 
Ours is a committee to promote peace 
—not war.” 

J. P. Morgan & Co. served as fiscal 
agents in the United States for Great 
Britain, France and other allied na- 
tions before and after the United 
States entered the World War. Mil- 
lions of dollars surged into. American 
markets as these nations purchased 
materials vital to their successful 
prosecution of the war against Ger- 
many. 

It was understood that Secretary 
Hull said the British government felt 
that the correspondence with Morgan 
& Co. was not only private but its 
own property. Morgan officials asked 
that investigators in New York delay 
their inquiry until the ownership of 
the documents was settled. Nye said 
that situation had been cleared and 
that investigators were going over the 
Morgan records. 

Secretary Hull said he had received 
a communication from France, ex- 
pressing an unfavorable attitude to- 
ward the proposed investigation, 
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fresh without refrigeration.

Fired’ by Talmadge 


Governor Talmadge yesterday elim- 
inated M. E. Thompson,.a state s_hool 
supervisor, from the pay roll in ap- 
proving the quarterly budget for the 
i awe of education. 

n cutting off Thompson’s salary, 
the governor charged he had “devoted 
most of his time . . . lobbying” dur- 
ing the late session of the legislature. 

“I have not approved Mr. Thompson 
for the reason that I wnderstand he 
devoted most of his time during the 
last quarter attending the legislature 
and calling on and lobbying with the 


members of the general assembly,” 
Governor Talmadge commented in a 
letter to M. D. Collins, state schools 
superintendent. 

Thompson has been with the de- 
partment since Collins. took office in 
1933. He was included in the quar- 
terly budget for operating expenses 
of the department, amounting to about 
$14,000, at a salary of $675 and trav- 
eling expenses of $400 for the three 
months of April, May and June. 

No comment came from the educa- 
tion offices.

In Schools Foreseen 


Atlaata school teachers and others 
in higher pay brackegs may get a re- 
duction to be distributed to those in 
the lower brackets, it was announced 
yesterday by W. W. Matthews, chair- 
man of .a special personnel committee 
of the board of education investigating 
salaries.

A feverish day of arrests, cabinet res- 
pepeccens and incipient diso-ders was 
climaxed tonight as Premier Petko 
Ziateff’s entire government resigned 
and King Boris immediately commis- 
sioned Zilateff to continue until an- 
other cabinet can be formed. 


While the capital still buzzed with 
comment over the sudden cabinet 
crisis, reports arrived from the prov- 
inces indicating violent reaction to 
the summary arrest and internment of 
outstanding opposition leaders, among 
them former Premiers Kimon Gueor- 
gieff and Alexander Zankoff. 


A great crowd of Zankoff’s adher- 
ents gathered at the railway station 
at Plovdiv to cheer him as he passed 
through en route to tiny St. Anasta- 
sia island in the Black sea, where 
he and four others seized today will 
be interned. 


Gendarmes, reinforced by cavalry, 
were called out to disperse the throngs 
with swords and bayonets. 

Zlateff, raised to wer in King 
Boris’ “royal putsch” last January, 
submitted the government’s collective 


resignation to the monarch after three 
of his ministers deserted him in pro- 
test against the arrests. 

Receiving the press, the premier ex- 
plained that Gueorguieff, Zankoff and 
the others were taken into custody in |

Talmadge Letter Made Public. 


Administrator Ickes today made 
public the following letter addressed 
to him by Governor Talmadge under 
date of June 5, 1984: 

“My Dear Mr.: Ickes: 

“I am advised that the United 
States of America, through you as 
federal emergency administrator of 
public works, has made, or will make 
contracts with about 15 countiés of 
the state of Georgia for the purchase 
of state of Georgia highway depart- 
ment refunding certificates issued 
pursuant to the act approved March 
1, 1983, (Georgia laws of 1933, p.p. 
161-172). The proceeds _ received 
from the sale of these certificates 
will be used by the counties to fi- 
nance various public works projects, 
the cost of which will aggregate 
about $800,000. 

“TJ am further advised that some 
legal question has arisen concerning 
the issuance and the _ sale of these 
certificates and also the security for 
their payment at maturity. In or- 
der to clear up these questions, I 
will recommend to the general as- 
sembly of Georgia when it convenes 
gapuary 1, 1935, an act substantially 
in the form of the bill attached to 
this letter. 


“This hill, when enacted into law, 
will not only validate all proceedings 
which may have been taken for the 
issuance and sale of these certifi- 
cates, but also will make unquestion- 
able the obligations of the state of 
Georgia to provide revenue sufficient 
to enable the highway department to 
pay the certificates as they become 
due. The attorney-general, in his 
opinion to the chairman of the state 
highway board, dated June 2, 19384, 
states that this is the obligation of 
the state at the present time, and it 
seems to me that such an obligation 
is implicit in existing legislation. I 
believe, however, that this bill will 
set all possible doubt at rest. 

“I hope that you will have no fur- 
ther hesitation in making funds avail- 
able to ‘the various counties of the 
state of Georgia to which allotments 
have been made, so that they may ob- 
tain the benefits of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act.

Enclosed with the letter was a copy 
of a bill for payment of highway de- 
partment refunding certificates of the 
state, to validate all proceedings for 
the issuance to counties and the sale 
to the United States of such certifi- 
cates and the use of the proceeds 
thereof and to declare a contract with 
holders of such certificates.

BOSTON, April 18.—(4)—Urgent 


Mrequests were voiced here tonight for 


immediate investigation by state and 
federal agencies of the extent and 
causes of the cotton textile industry's 
plight. 

At the same time a leading Lowell 
manufacturer was making known his 
opposition to the suggested closure of 
mills in protest against the processing 
tax as likely to be “more severe On 
labor than on the government.” 

He was Brooks Stevens, of the Law- 
renceville Manufacturing Company, 
one of Lowell’s largest cotton mills. 

“Overproduction,” Stevens asserted, 
“ig the real cause. As soon as prices 
go up, consumption falls off and with 
so many spindles operating throughout 
the country, overproduction has re- 
sulted. — 

“Japanese competition is not a con- 
tributing factor in the situation, but 
it does take’ advantage of the prices 
being up over here.” 

Stevens’ stand was taken in the face 
of a New England-wide drive against 
the processing tax, Japanese. competi- 
tion and the wage differential. “ 

At Manchester, N. H., only yester- 
day Frederic C. Dumaine, treasurer of 


‘the big Amoskeag Mills, took vir- 


tually the same position. He called 
overproduction the. industry’s first 
handicap. 
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in the next five or ten years. There- 
fore. we are practically contributing 
to its Preparation by loans we should 
make.

‘DAYLIGHT’ TIME 
TO BE OBSERVED 
BY MORE CITIES 


NEW YORK, April 18.—(4)—Day- 
light saving time, which goes into 
effect this year April 28, will be ob- 
served on a wider basis than ever 
before, a survey by the Merchants’ 
Association of New York, disclosed 
today. 

This year, for the first time, clocks 
will be set an hour ahead in the south 
—Atlanta. Ga., and Jackson, Miss., 
going on the daylight saving standard. 

Three states, the survey said, will 
go on daylight saving in their entire- 
ty—New Jersey, Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts. Three other states, 
Connecticut, Maine and New Hamp- 
shire, continue in effect laws making 
ilegal the public display of daylight 
saving time. 

“Nevertheless,” the association re- 
ported, “‘it will be observed in the in- 
dusttial cities and towns of both Con- 
necticut and Maine and in the princi- 
pal industrial cities of New Hamp- 
shire, as well as in many of the resort 
sections of these three states.” 

Only minor changes were reported 
in New York state, over 300 com- 
munities continuing the daylight 
standard. 

In the far west, the association 
found, the Idaho towns of Burke, 
Kellogg and Wallace have officially 
adopted the summer hours. Observance 
in Canada.will be about the same, the 
survey revealed, most of the principal 
cities and towns switching over April 


“Daylight saving observance will be 
more general this year’ in the rural 
districts where hitherto opposition has 
been keenest,” the association ssid, 
“and there will he a marked exten- 
sion of the benefits of daylight sav- 
ing by industrial plants in communi- 
ties which do not officially recognize 
advanced summer time. 

“The shortened hours which have 
been put into effect in connection with 
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the application of the NRA have been 
one of the factors which has made 
his adjustment easier.”

“We the pastors, snp¢erintendents 
and teachers representing the 2,200 
white Baptist Sunday schools in Geor- 
gia, assembled in the fifteenth annual 
convention of the Georgia Baptist Sun- 
day school convention in Atlanta, do 
sincerely declare our allegiaace to the 
cause of temperance and sobriety as 
now set forth in the laws of Georgia, 
and we honestly appeal to every regis- 
tered voter in Georgia to go to the 
polls on May 15 and take his or her 
stand with Oglethorpe and Grady and 
c-untless other builders of this com- 
monwealth against the return of the 
legalized liquor traffic with its ac- 
knowledged blight on childhood, its 
desecration of womanhood and its de- 
struction of manhood. 

“We .take our position with the 
public school teachers of Georgia, 
who said in an overwhelming vote at 
Macon on April 12 they did not want 
blood money which the proposed beer, 
wine and liquor bills would put into 
the sacred cause of training the boys 
and girls of today and tomorrow.

Out of the counties .visit- 
ed by us we feel confiderit that at 
least 17 will certainly go to the polis 
on May 15 and vote for each coun- 
ty in the state to have the right of 
local self .government.for the -pur- 
pose of legalizing and ‘regulating the 
sale of liquor which is being sold 
in every county without exception 
that we have visited up to this time. 
“The people we have talked to 
without hesitation readily admit that 
nothing could be worse than present 
conditions in Georgia with reference 
to the unlawful manufacture and sale 
of spiritous liquors. They are whole- 
heartedly in-favor of optbiting places 
where liquor-can be sold under law- 
ful processes in an orderly manner. 
No one we have seen wants the. re- 
turn. of the open saloon but. they 
know that the proposed’ law prevents 
the return. of: the. saloon.

CHICAGO, April 18.—(#)—Selling 
of wheat against purchasing of corn 
had a logical outcome in the grain 
markets today—wheat prices went 
down and corn up..; 

Seantiness of immediate supplies of 
corn needed for settlement of Chicago 
May delivery contracts was the chief 
motive for buying of corn. On the 
other hand, reports were more cheer- 
ful as to soil conditions in spring 
wheat territory, where it is expected 
seeding will now make rapid prog- 
ress, although somewhat later than 
normal at present. 

Wheat closed easy, 1-8 to 5-8 under 
yesterday’s finish, May $1 to $1.00 1-4, 
corn at 1-4 to 1-8 advance, May 
90 1-8 to 90 1-4, oats unchanged to 
1-4 off, and provisions, 10 to 12 cents 
down. 

Reports of some rain in Kansas and 
Oklahoma, together with prospects of 
further moisture southwest during the 
next few days tended to check buying 
power as to wheat. It was asserted 
the winter crop setbacks were the 
most ‘pronounced .in latest seeded 
fields, many of which were being 
plowed under, and that conditions 
growing worse from north central Oxk- 
lahoma northward into Nebraska 
through what was considered two 
weeks ago the best wheat sections. of 
the southwest. 

Corn showed strength from the out- 
set. There was a decided paucity of 
offerings in the speculative pit, and 
the May quotations moved up briskly, 
with shorts and longs competing. Re- 
ports of vessel charters for liberal 
shipments of Argentine corn to the 
United States were virtually ignored, 
doubts being expressed that such ship- 
ments could reach this country in time 
to affect the May delivery in Chi- 
cago. 

Oats took their cue from corn rather 
than from wheat. 

Provisions sagged, lard being sold 
against purchases of cottonseed oil.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, April 18.—(UP)— 
There was genuine cheer in stock 
market circles tonight after the Dow- 
Jones industrial average for stocks 
had smashed through to a new high 
for the year. 

In Wall Street today the comment 
had been: 


“Watch out when the average goes 
through 106.” 


That was said at a time when the 
market was drifting around aimless- 
ly in exceedingly dull trading. Price 
changes were fractional. No group 
stood out. 

Then after noon there came an in- 
sistent demand for stocks such as 
Air Reduction, Coca-Cola, Allied 
Chemical, Du Pont De Nemours and 
Eastern Kodak. Preferred shares of 
higher price range also were bought. 
That gave the market an entirely dif- 
ferent complexion and the close was 
exceptionally strong with gains in in- 
dividual issues running up to 11 
points and the general list fractions 
to. more than a point higher, 


BROAD GAINS SHOWN. 


At the close the Dow-Jones indus- 
trial average was 107.97, a gain of 
2.54 for the day, and exceeding the 
high of 107.17 established on Febru- 
ary 18. It also compared with the 
1934 high of 110.74 made on Febru- 
ary 5. 

This in itself gave encouragement 
to’ the market but there was a more 
significant development which brought 
smiles to traders. Floor operators 
said that there were indications the 
demand for high-priced stock—Coca- 
Cola climbing to a high of 206 which 
was a record high—represented switch- 
ing out of United States government 
bonds into the share market. The 
government list finished lower. 

Some contrasted the current situa- 
tion to that in Great Britain when 
that nation started ‘refunding opera- 
tions to lower interest costs—a_sit- 
uation which many believe aided that 
government's marked recovery. They 
Pointed to the heavy refunding op- 
erations here—which Secretary Mor- 
genthau estimates may mean a sav- 
ing of $100,000,000 in government in- 
terest payments—as a parallel. In 
England capital also went into indus- 
try and brought a resumption of in- 
dustrial operations. 

FOREIGN BUYING. . 


Apropos of this, reports in broker- 
age offices ‘tonight indicated that 
there had been considerable foreign 
investment -buying in today’s market. 
Many foreign investors have for years 
had a fondness for higher priced 
American industrial stocks. 

The situation, however, was not 
without its questionable side. 

The uew rules for floor tfading, 
which exchanges are considering now, 
soon will go into effect.

Too Much Unemployment Theory, 
Says English Visitor to Atlanta 


England and the United States 
should turn to “well trained’’ indus- 
trialists to solve their unemployment 
problems Sir Charles Marston, Eng- 
lish industrialist and archaeologist, 
said here yesterday. . 
Discussing politics and archaéologi- 
cal excavations in the Holy Land, 
Sir Charles presented a few sugges- 
tions on the first subject and dwelt 
at length on recent excaration work 
near Jerusalem which uncovered rel- 
ies that tend to authenticate Bible 
stories. ‘s 

He said both England and the Unit- 
ed States had “relied too much on 
theorists” to solve unemployment 
problems. 


“They should call into counse] the 
well-trained industrialists. In the 
case of the United States, such men 
as Henry Ford and Pierpont Mor- 
gan should be called upon. 

“Human nature is back of lots of 
these troubles and Henry Ford has 
had a vast amount of experience in 
dealing with that problem.” 


Here With Bride. 


Sir Charles came to Atl.aia with 
Lady Marston, daughter of Mrs. 
George Magruder Battey, of Atlanta. 
The couple were married earlier this 
month in New York. 

The English visitor will speak at 
10:30 o’clock this’ morning at the 
chapel of the Columbia Theological 
Seminary and tomorrow at 10 he will 
talk to the etudents at Agnes Scott 
College. Both addresses will be about 
his excavation work but will touch 
on different phases. 

Relics uncovered by Sir Charles dur- 
ing the last 10 years have made pre- 
vious commentaries on the Old Testa- 
ment out of date, he said last night. 


Prove Truth of Bible. 


He seeks scientific proof of Bible 
stories and spends a .great deal of 
his time distributing the information 
he gains from his work. Sir Charles 
says the pottety, writing and relics he 
and his co-workers have turned up 
have conclusively proved the truth of 
the Bible. 


Sir Charles asserted that his find- 
ings had brought comfort and certain- 
ty to the minds of millions of Chris- 
tians because the results of his excava- 
tions supplied the necessary scientific 
proof to clinch belief. 

Sir Charles and Lady Marston will 
be luncheon guests tomorrow at Agnes 
Scott, where the former Atlanta wom-’ 
an was educated and Monday they 
will go to Rome, where her grand- 
father, Dr. Robert Battey, the inter- 
nationally known surgeon, resided. 
They will return here Tuesday and 
will be in the city most of the week. 
They will then go back to New York 
and next winter Sir Charles will re- 
turn to Palestine for moré excavation 
work. They are at the Biltmore hotel. 

For 10 years the Englishman has 
promoted excavation Work. He was 
knighted in 1926 by King George. 


Relics uncovered in January «have 
been termed by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity of Jerusalem as the greatest 
made in Biblical. archaeology. Sir 
Charles said the January discovery 
had touched only the fringe of what 
the excavators hope to find. 

An explanation of the manner in 
which the relics were believed to have 
been preserved 2,500 years was given 
by the visitor. ._ The latest find in- 
eluded. 14 pieces of broken pottery 
bearing ink inscriptions in Hebrew. 
The writing on three of the pieces 
has been translated. They contain- 
ed the names of Jeremiah, Gemar- 
riah, Mataniah, Jaaganiah and Ha- 
gab, mentioned in the Old Testament 
in connection with the time of Jere- 
miah the Prophet. 

ound in City Ruins. 

The relics were found in the ruins 
of the Biblical. city of Lacish about 
45 miles southwest of Jerusalem. 
In addition to the names, the in- 
scriptions included what appeared to 
be letters written by the . governor 
of Lachish to King Josiah of Jeru- 
salem and indicated the country was 
passing through great distress and 
was threatened by invasion either by 
Egyptians or the Babylonians. 

Excavators found the broken pot- 
tery below burned debris of what ap- 
peared to be the eastern tower of the 
gateway to the city. Sir Charles 
said it was believed the broken pieces 
were used to fill up holes of the 
stone side walls of the tower before 
they were plastered. It is thought 
the plaster preserved the writing on 
the pottery pieces. 

As an indieation of the value of 
the pieces. Sir Charles said the old- 
est Old Testament in Hebrew which 
the world possesses is only 1,000 
years old. The writings go back to 
600 years before Christ. he said. and 
authenticate in their characteristics, 
what is known as the Massoretic text 
of the Hebrew Bible. 

Heads Engineering Firm. 


The visitor, who is head of an en- 
gineering firm in Wolverhampton, 
first sponsored excavation work in 
Jerusalem. That city was captured 
and destroyed so many times, he said, 
that excavators have had difficulty 
in finding. relics there. Dampness of 
Jerusalem also is believed to have re- 
sulted in loss to the world of ral- 
uable..manuscripts that might have 
been ‘found there. The city of Lach- 
ish is. much drier than Jerusalem, it 
was explained. 

Two 6r three hundred inhabitants 
of the Holy Land are engaged in the 
actual digging under direction of J. 
I.. Starkey and a staff of young meh 
and women. - The work was started 
by Sir Charles and is being carried 
on under the auspices of the Well- 
—— Archaeological Research Expedi- 
ion. 

Writings on the remainder of the 
14 pieces are expected to be decipher- 
ed within the next few months.
